WASHINGTON — Declaring, "Our work is 
not finished," President Reagan said In a paid 
political broadcast Sunday night that he will 
stand for re-election. At a Republican rally, 
activists broke out chanting "Four More 
Years." 

"We are here to see that government 
continues to serve you — not the other way 
around," he said. "We ore here to lift the 
weak, and to build (he peace." He set no 
* specific goals for a second term.

Reagan, 72, confirmed that Vice President 
George Bush will again be his running mate In 
a campaign already well underway. His top 
aides predicted a clos e race. 

There were no surprises In the four-minute 
announcement televised from the Oval Office 
at 10:55 p.m. EST. Several newspapers were 
on the street with the story even before the 
broadcast began. 



The presldent4fcked off a list of problems 
that he said faced the nation when he took 
office in 1981. and concluded, "Well, things 
have changed." Echoing his 1980 campaign 
theme.hesald, "Wcmadcanew beginning." 

The former actor and governor is making 
hfs fourth presidential campaign. Twice he 
did not win the GOP nomination; this time he 
is unopposed 

His decision came as 1,000 GOP' officials 
gathered at the nearby Mayflower Hotel 
ballroom to cheer a candidate who is riding;, 
high in the polls and has already amassed a $4 
million re-election warchest. "Tomorrow we 



have all got to go to work," campaign director 
Edward J. Rollins told the crowd 

What Reagan called "a difficult personal 
decision" came at the end of his remarks: 
"Vice President Bush and 1 would like to have 
your continued support and cooperation In 
completing what we began three years ago. I 
am therefore announcing that I am a can- 
didate and will seek re-election."

TWIN FALLS — "Times are hard. 
Beans are low." 

That Is how Kimberly Superin- 
tendent George Powell describes the 
economy of his area these days. 

But even In tough times, schools 
need maintenance and sometimes, 
replacement. Yet, not everyone 
thinks Kimberly can afford re- 



I can't stand much more heat 
with property taxes," s*V» Kimberly 
parent Max Osborne, "Look at the 
tax burdens we put on the little 
scho o ls. They can't put out anymore 
money unless they do consolidate. " 
, Osborne is not completely sold on 
consolidation — he is basically

But he and other residents of 
Kimberly and Hansen wonder If 
school districts like theirs can afford 
to ' nulld new schools when they're 
needed. 

-All three districts have aging 
buildings. Kimberly 's junior high 
and Murtaugh's high school were 
built In 1916. Hansen High dates from 
the 1920s. 

' 'It's tough to do more than survive 
the dally maintenance and upkeep," 
says Powell of the junior-high build- 
ing.

Dividing funds troublesome

TWIN PALLS — Taxpayers in 
Idaho's larger school districts may 
wonder If the state can afford to keep 
small schools, but in the Magic 
Valley, taxpayers may wonder if 
they can afford not to. 

Will consolidation save money? Or 
will It merely reshuffle the tax load, 
putting more on some districts than 
others? Should small schools benefit 
by having a greater proportion of 
their costs paid by the state rather 
than by their residents? Those fi- 
nancial questions are part of the 
consolidation puzzle. 

"Allotting extra money to small" 
schools may encourage retention of 
unnecessary small schools," the 
League or Women Voters concluded 
in a 1B63 study of the slate's school- 
funding distribution formula. 

Idaho allocates money to school 
systems by attendance and tax base. 
Small schools receive more — on the 
theory that small classes cost as 
much to teach as large classes, yet 
small districts have less property to 
tax than large districts. 

Not everyone thinks this la a fair 
system. 

"Dietrich Is receiving nearly 90 
percent of Its operating budget from 
the state," consolidation supporter 
Arlyne Klsllng of Dietrich told the 
Legislature's interim committee on 
consolidation at a public hearing last 
.summer. . 

"This does not appear to be fair to 
the other Idaho taxpayers, who are 
bearing the unnecessary burden of 
supplying the financial support for a 
school which Is not geographically 
isolated," Kisling said. 

Small schools generally get more 
money per pupil from the stale, and 
their residents pay less local taxes, 
according to the league's study. This 
is true despite the fact that smaller 
districts often have a higher than 
average tax base per pupil. 
The result is that larger districts

usually are closer to their taxing 
limits. To raise additional revenue, 
they often must resort to tax over- 
ride levies. 

The range of money spent per 
pupil varies widely In the Magic 
Valley. 

Twin Falls was 112th of the 115 
districts In Idaho In the amount or 
money spent per pupil in (he 1982-83 
school year — $1,740. Bliss spent 
almost twice as much per pupil. 
$3,306, but only 23 percent of the 
district's general fund came from Its 
taxpayers. Eleven miles down the 
road,- Gooding students were edu- 
cated for $1,799 each. 

The gap is also wide In eastern 
Twin Falls County, where con- 
solidation Is being considered. 
Kimberly spent $1,875 last year to 
educate each student, which was 
about 88 percent of what Hansen 
spent and 58 percent of what 
Murtaugh spent. * 

The Kimberly-Hansen-Murtaugh 
consolidation committee. found that 
If consolidation occurs, the new dis- 
trict would lose about {225,000 a year 
in state funds. 

With figures like that to think 
about, even parents who wont better 
education for their children are 
thinlclng twice about consolidation. 

Pat Funk of Murtaugh, a member 
of the committee, says she originally 
supported the^consolldatlon plan. "I 
thought anything would be better 
than Murtaugh," she says. But now 



she has doubts, portly because of the 
taxing procedures. 

Smoothing out those financial dif- 
ferences may be difficult. 

The total market value — for tax 
purposes — of land and real property 
in the Murtaugh district, because of 
its geographic size, is higher than 
Hansen's, which has nearly 150 more 
students. And it is almost two-thirds 
the amount of Kimberly's, which has 
more than three times as many 
students as Murtaugh'. 

Murtaugh, therefore, taxes its 
property owners at the rate of only 
0.3 percent of assessed value. Kim- 
berly's tax rate is 0.51 percent; 
Hansen is slightly higher at 0.55 
percent. 

"I know dang well those taxes are 
going to go up if we consolidate," 
says Murtaugh school board 
Chairman Allen Cummins. 

"We could take that same money 
and have a pretty super school right 
here," says Murtaugh High School 
Principal DcVon Andersen, who 
opposes consolidation. "As a tax- 
payer, I favorspendlngithcre," 

Murtaugh also will be free of 
bonded mdebtedness by the end of 
this year. However,- Hansen will 
have $530,000 to pay off, and Kim- 
berly will have a $1.29 million debt 
load, for Its' high school and a 
grade-school expansion. 

The inequities of (he three dis- 
tricts' debts contributed to (he defeat 
of consolidation in 1965, the last time 
it was considered. 

"I fought it tooth and nail when it 
went up for a vote then," says 
Charles Johnson Sr. of Murtaugh. 
"Kimberly and Hansen were heavily 
indebted, and Murtaugh was in the 
clear." ' 

But Johnson says he now supports 
consolidation' because he thinks 
Murtaugh Is getting too small ■ 

If the schools consolidated, pro- 
perty in each of the districts would 
belong to the new one. But their 
separate debts might not."

Own building 
appears jinxed'

WASHINGTON — The State De- 
partment building, nerve center of the 
nation's far-flung diplomacy, is hav- 
ing serious maintenance problems. 
Clocks don't work, elevators and 
escalators break down and the 
spacious Inner courtyard is littered 
with mounds of dirt and debris. 

State officials decided last week to 
remove all of the 1,400 clocks in the 
massive dght-story, 23-year-old 
building and replace some, of them 
with battery-operated ones. . . 
. That should -make a lot of clock- 
watchers happy. So would other steps, 
such as: 

• Finishing repairs In the main 
courtyard, which has been torn up for 
months to fix a leak In the under- 
ground garage. 

• Fixing the leak In the garage.' 
Sewage from rest rooms and rain 
spouts drips onto cars. 

• Keeping the building's main 
escalator' working. After not working 
for two months, the up escalator was 
fixed Friday. 

• Completing work on the new in- 
cinerator so secretaries no longer 
have to transport hundreds of bags of 
discarded classified documents to the 
garage to have them trucked 
elsewhere.

Slates tough issues

BOISE — Idaho lawmakers pick up 
the pace this week with a decision on 
■ the confirmation of the governor's 
former campaign manager as 
director ot,lhe Health and Welfare 
Department and action on that 
agency's request for a $2.1 million 
emergency appropriation. 

In the House, Democrats are likely 
to be voted down In their effort to 
retain the little Davis-Bacon Act re- 
quirements that public schools and 
colleges pay the prevailing wage for 
construction work. 

And a bipartisan House-Senate 
committee, struggling to work out an 
acceptable legislative redistricting , 
plan, has turned over its four 
alternatives to the party caucuses for 
their consideration. 

Legislative leaders say they hope 
an agreement could be reached by 
mid-week to end the debate started 
when the state courts voided the 1882 
apportionment plan because it in- 
cluded districts that cut across county 
lines. $ 

But even if a plan agreeable to both 
political parties Is worked out. Senate 
President Pro Tern James Rlsch, 
R-Bolse, said It Is becoming more and - 
more likely that the May 22 primary 
will have to be postponed until late 
summer because of the uncertainty 
Created by the redistricting debate. 

"I really don't thinlt we can com- 

plcte the legislative and legal process - 
in enough time," sold Rlsch, who

ROSHARON, Texas (AP) — A gang of Hispanic

Jackson's pomaded hair was set ablaze when 
fireworks went off nearby during the filming of a 
Pepsi-Cola commercial. The commercial was one. of 
two to be shown during the televised Grammy Awards 
on Feb. 28. 

Hoefflin said at a news conference 4haLwhile the_ 
fireworks appeared to go off at the wrong time, he said 
there was no malfunction with the pyrotechnics 
themselves. 

Jackson "was happy that he was not more Beverly 
Injured,'' Hoefflin said. "His reaction was one of 
surprise and relief." 

Hoefflin held the news conference across the sheet 
from Brotman Medical Center, where Jackson spent 
the night after Friday's accident at the Shrine 
Auditorium In downtown Los Angeles.

Gov. John Evans, pushing for a 
redistil eting agreement In time to 
hold the balloting In May, has In- 
dicated he would veto a rescheduling 
bill. 

But Risen Interpreted Evans- as 
opposing only a permanent change In 
the primary dale. The Senate leader's 
proposal would shift the primary to 
August only for Ibis election. 

That change would, however, 
cancel any presidential primary 
balloting this year, forcing the politi- 
cal parties to pick national convention 
delegates at state party meetings. 

Sen. David Little, B-Emmett, the 
co-chairman of the Joint Finance and 
Appropriations Committee, said the 
panel Will likely approve emergency 
funding for the Health and Welfare 
Department on Tuesday, sending It to 
the full House -and Senate for final 
passage.

In Murtaugh, parent Jerry Lee 
says, "The high school Is Hot getting 
worn out. They do their best to keep it 
up, but It's still rundown. They have 
the same' lab setup they had 20 years 
ago when I was going to school." 

In Hansen, the district had to pay an 
additional. *800. for Its liability Insur- 
ance to cover accidents. Board 
members cite the building's age and 
condition as the reason (or the addi- 
tional J1.5 million In liability cover- 
age. 

Old school buildings are not unique - 
to Kimberly, Hansen or Murtaugh. 

Castleford High School needs a new 
roof, but there Is concern the old walls 
would not support It. Two bond elec- 
tions to build a new high school have, 
failed in the last year. 

In Shoshone, blue sky can be seen 
through the center beam of the gym 
roof. The Bliss school Is 64 years old. 
The Dietrich school Is SO years old; it 
has never bad any major structural 
remodeling. 

But not everyone Is crying doom. 

Murtaugh Principal DeVon An- 
dersen says the high school- looks 
better than ft did 30 years ago when he 
applied for a job there and should last 
for many more. - ■ 

"It was one of the dingiest places I'd 
ever seen," be says. "Now, the coat- 
ing Is peeling off the gym, but we've 
been pretty good about Improving the 
school — spent a lot of money." 

That may be true, but tt is. not 
enough, says Brent Stastny, of the 
Klmberly-Hansen-Murtaugh con-. , 
solldation committee. 

"Both Hansen and Murtaugh have 




done cosmetic finishing with panel- 
ing," he says. "They can cover up the" 
problems, but It will catch up with you 
even If we think the basic structure is 
sound — and we don't know if it Is or 
not without an engineering study. Just 
look at what happened In Filer." 

In 1981, Filer officials were sur- 
prised to see daylight leaking through 
the foundation of a part of the school 
that was built In 1918. An Inspection 
revealed basement walls that "came 
apart with a spoon" and a badly 
sagging support beam, according to 
the superintendent at the time. 
. "That school was built In the same 
time frame, from the same materials; 
You can already see some deteriora- 
tion in the Murtaugh school If you go 
into the gym;" Stastny says. 

"In some areas, the blocks the walls 
are made from are crumbled. On the 
outside, the concrete is deteriorating. 
And when It's wet, the floor buckles 
between the wall. When you step on It, 
mud oozes up on the floor." 

Stastny summarized the buildings' 
conditions In a report: "None of the 
three buildings meet the 'life-safety' 
code (under guidelines provided by 
the State Department or Education), 
and it would not be financially feasi- 



bletobringthemuptocode. J ' r 

All three need rewiring. None meet 
modern fire codes. They ■ ore not 
adequate for modem teaching 
equipment like overhead projectors, 
electric typewriters, computers and 
video recorders, Stastny says. 

The committee -has recommended 
that rather than each school district- 
constructing a separate facility In the 
near future, they should pool their 
funds to build a modem high school. 

Students from all three, districts 

then would have adequate libraries, - 
music rooms, art rooms, physical- 
education changing rooms, vo-tech 
-facilities,- agriculture-education (acu- 
ities and science labs, Stastny says. 

That Is a good selling point for 
Kimberly and Hansen, he says. But 
Murtaugh has so few students, it could 
build its own new high school for less 
money than It would cost to pay for a 
share of the consolidated building. 

"But to be able to expand their 
curriculum, they would need to be in a 
larger building," Stastny says. To 
him, that's at the bottom of the issue, 
Better buildings mean space for a 
better curriculum, he says. 

"The new. budding is just a sec- 
ondary benefit." 

House Speaker Tom Stivers, who 
represents eastern., Twin Falls 
County, belfcves Murtaugh is an Ideal 
candidate for consolidation. He cites 
the community's population trends. 

Those changes have been dramatic. 
In 1967, one of Charles Johnson Sr.'s 
sons graduated from Murtaugh High 
School with about 30, other seniors, 
Johnson says. This year, the senior 
class has nine students. 

"Rather than building a new 
schoolhousc there, they'd better be 
thinking about consolidation," Stivers 
says.

is unclear on this point, and the Issue 
Is being considered by • the 
Legislature. ' 
— —participants— ln-The-Tlmes-News 
poll generally were opposed to debt 
. consolidation. Eighty-nine percent of 
the 46 persons who answered this 
■ question said, "Previous debts should 
not be consolidated." 

While Kimberly has the largest 
debt, it also has the only modem high 
school. 

The consolidation committee has 
recommended that students from all 
three districts would attend seven'h 
and eighth grade In the present Kim- 
berly High School, and a new, consoli- 
dated high school would be built. 

"I don't think Kimberly will let 
{ others come In and use our facility for 
- free when we are over a million 
dollars In debt," says former board 
member George "T" Nauman. 

However, It could be a point of 
compromise. . 

Supporters may have to concede the 
merging of debts to gain consolida- 
tion, says Sen. John Bnrkcr, R-Buhl. 

"They may have to say, 'Overall, 
the students in the combined district 
will get a better education. We're 
willing to pay off (the debt) because 
all will benefit.' It may be a point to 
compromise," Barker says. 

State law limits the bonded Indebt- 
edness a school can carry. That would 
not be a problem for Murtaugh, which 
will have none, but It could present a 
problem for Kimberly. 

If consolidation goes forward and 
Kimberiy's present debt was not con- 
solidated, the district would be 
limited to -spending Just o ver $2 
million on its share of a new L '~ 



school. ' 

If the school cost more than IS 
million to build, the Kimberly district 
would have to ask Its voters for 
-permlssion-to tax-beyond the bonded- 
Indebtness limit. 

Members of the Klmberly- 
Hansen-Murtaugh consolidation 
committee say financing a new school 
building Is feasible. The problem may 
be convincing, voters that consolida- 
tion would not take too large a chunk 
out of their budgets. 

The Times-News survey found that 
persons who oppose consolidation are 
more .likely to have lower family 
Incomes than those who support con- 



solidation. 

Twenty-four percent of those who 
opposed consolidation In the survey 
had family Incomes of 512,000 or less, 
compared to 7 percent of those in 
favor. 

Still, more persons said they favor 
consolidation than oppose It. But the 
support of two-thirds of the survey's 
participants in Kimberly and Hansen, - 
and GO percent in Murtaugh may not 
be enough. Idaho law requires a 
two-thirds majority for passage of a 
bond Issue.

Talk was political 

Just as Congress did, Americans will applaud most 
of the domestic themes In President Reagan's State of 
the Union message. Who can oppose his calls for fairer 
taxes, economic growth, attacks on wasteful spending, 
new opportunities for women, ending "barriers of 
bigotry," a safer environment and other shared 
values? 

By accentuating the positive — and edging toward 
the political center In some areas — Reagan set the 
stage for Sunday, when he'll undoubtedly declare his 
candidacy for reelection. It was a solid political 
speech. ' ■ ' 

His major theriie._l' America Is back," was upbeat, 
and it will make many Americans feel better. That's; 
fine. 

But themes aren't policies. And on too many Issues 
that require tough decisions, the policies that Reagan 
outlined were unfortunately more vague than hopeful. 

Red Ink in the federal budget Is a major example. 
Reagan was right to declare, "We must bring down the 
deficits" (that his policies created). Yet his solutions, 
such as closing "certain tax loopholes," gave ho hope 
that significant reductions are In sight. He even 
downgraded his own commission that has documented 
wasteful spending .by saying-only that "we could 
examine the possibility" of savings based on the 
commission's work. 

Many in Congress roared with laughter at his call for 
new tax' proposals by December 1984 — a month after 
the election. But the need for new taxes Isn't funny; 
another year's delay on action is foolish. 

Reagan proposed an expensive manned space sta- 
tion, without offering evidence of its need. He talked of 
doing more for schools, but urged tuition tax credits for 
private schools that pose grave threats to public - 
education. He endorsed school prayer and opposed 
choice on abortions, in an ironic appeal to con- 
servatives who used to say, "You can't legislate 
morality." . 

There is reason to be optimistic about the state of the 
Union, as Reagan suggested. But there would be far 
more reason if he had taken a stronger leadership role 
and not 'decfded to defer action on critical domestic 
Issues. 

On foreign policy, the president had too little to say, 
and what he did say was without new substance. 

He declared, "The United States is safer, stronger 
and more secure In 1984 than before." Stronger, 
perhaps, Dut surely not safer. A small victory In 
Grenada did not make us so. 

On Lebanon, Reagan has lost his bipartisan congres- 
sional consensus for the Marines' presence, and polls 
show that 56 percent of Americans are for a pullout. 
But the president was content merely to make the 
highly questionable judgment that "we are making . 
progress there." He will have to come to grips with this 
issue before the election, or suffer the consequences at 
the polls. — Chicago Sun-Times

WASHINGTON — It was a glorious portrait 
of America that President Reagan painted In 
lils State of the Union message this past 
Wednesday. > 

; From Ills rosy, red cheeks to his rosy, red tie 
to his even rosier view of our nation and Its 
people, the president was on a high. If he blew 
a word or a line, he corrected It gracefully and 
easily. You could almost feel the schmaltz, as 
he paid tribute to all that Is good and great and 
noble In his listeners. Who doesn't like to be 
told how wonderful they are? 

The joint session of Congress In the tightly 
guarded chamber of the House of 
Representatives responded with enthusiasm. 
Forty-two times In forty-throe minutes he was 
Interrupted by applause, not always led by the 
Republlcansonhis left. 

When he said we had to reduce the deficit, 
tl>e Democrats, laughing, led the applause for 
the president, who has presided over the 
largest deficits inhlstory.

Israeli aide 
resigns post 

JERUSALEM (AP) - Mordechal 
Ben-Porat, a minister without, 
portfolio, resigned from the Israeli 
Cabinet Sunday to protest the policies 
of Prime Minister Yltrhak Shamir.. 
The move reduces Shamir's already 
slim majority in Parliament. 

The minister said he was quitting 
because of Shamir's' policies on 
Lebanon and the economy and 
because of a failure to form a 
broad-based government with the 
opposition Labor Party. 

Ben-Porat, an Independent, retains 
his seat in the Knesset, or parliament. 
But his resignation from' the 20- 
member Cabinet and from Shamir's 
Llkud-!ed coalition means the prime 
minister no longer can count on 
Ben-Porat's vote to help keep his 
government In office. 

Shamir, speaking on Israel Televi- 
sion, said problems in the governing 
coalition were "nothing new on the 
Israeli political scene. Situations In a 
coalition change, sometimes It's casi- 
or and others It's harder." 



High officer 
assassinated 

MADRID (AP) — Four men firing 
submachine guns from a car killed a 
general and wounded his wife as the 
couple was walking home from 
church services In the capital Sunday, 
police said. 

Police said Lt. Gen. Gulllermo 
Qulntana Lacaccl, 67, was struck by 
at least 10 bullets and died Instantly. 
His wife, Maria, 58, was snot In the 
legs and rushed to a hospital. 

Witnesses said that the general had 
no escort at the time, and that the 
attackers raced off In the car. 

Qulntana, who fought with the late 
dictator Gen. Francisco Franco dur- 
ing the civil war, was the chief of 
Madrid's military region from April 
1979 to July 1983, when he was re- 
placed without being given a new 
assignment. -> 

Police said they suspected the in- 
^volvenierit^orETArthe militant- Bas- 
que separatist group blamed for more 
than 500 assassinations since 1968 in 
Its drive for Independence of northern 
Spain's Basque province.
